The recent mass killing of 
26 children and adults at an 
elementary school in 
Newtown, Ct. has renewed 
the debate over gun control, 
but local gun enthusiasts say 
more gun laws are not the 
panacea advocates say they 
will be. 

“I think it’s a knee-jerk re¬ 
action,” said Tim Meserve, 
president of the Owensboro 
Rifle and Pistol Club, Inc., 
located on Oak Road in 
Lewisport. 

“It’s not the gun, it’s the 
people that are doing these 
kinds of acts outthere,” he said. 

President Obama has un¬ 
veiled a four point plan that, 
in part, would ban high ca¬ 
pacity magazines and mili¬ 
tary-style weapons, as well 
as allow closer tracking of 
guns and gun sales. 

“As far as more gun laws, 
and more gun legislation, 
our country has over 20,000 
gun laws on the books right 
now... and a lot of them are 
not enforced,” said Monty 
Quinn, owner of Ace’s Guns 
in Hawesville. “And usually

the only people that pay 
much attention to gun legis¬ 
lation is law-abiding people 
in the first place.”

“If you pass gun legis¬ 
lation and people don’t want 
to abide by it then you’ve 
made criminals out of good 
law-abiding people by pass¬ 
ing legislation that doesn’t 
do anything to really solve 
the problem at heart.”

ordered the sentences to run 
concurrently, for a total of 
eight years. 

The case dates to Febru¬ 
ary 12, 2012. Jones, in the 
company of his girlfriend, 
went to a home on state Route 
2181, kicked in the front door 
and burglarized the home. 
The break-in happened be¬ 
tween the hours of 11 a.m. and 
noon. Witnesses reported 
seeing a two-tone Chevrolet 
pickup, which matched 
Jones’, at the home. Accord¬ 
ing to the report, Jones 
pawned the items at Book and 
Music Exchange in 
Owensboro. 

Authorities managed to 
discover Jones’ address from 
the store, and watched for him 
to return home. Lewisport Po¬ 
lice Officer Greg Linn con¬ 
ducted a traffic stop on Jones, 
which led to his arrest. 

In March of 2012 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Jones on charges of 
burglary in the first degree, 
criminal mischief in the first 
degree and theft by unlawful 
taking over $500. 

In February of this year 
Commonwealth Attorney Tim 
Coleman’s office offered Jones 
a plea bargain agreement. In 
exchange for a plea of guilty to 
an amended charge of bur¬ 
glary-second degree and theft 
by unlawful taking/disposition 
all others, the state agreed to 
drop the criminal mischief 
charge. Jones accepted the 
agreement. 

Cecil receives a total of five 
years behind bars 

Hawesville resident Lucas 
G. Cecil received a total of 
five-years in jail during Mo¬ 
tion Day proceedings Friday 
at the Hancock County Judi¬ 
cial Center. Cecil received a 
four-year sentence in one 
case, and one year in jail in 
another case. Hancock 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Ronnie C. Dortch handed 
down the sentences. 

In the first case, Cecil re¬ 
ceived four years in jail on 
charges of burglary-third de¬ 
gree and assault-third degree- 
police/probation officer. In 
the other case, Cecil received 
a one-year jail sentence on a 
charge of escape-second and 
criminal mischief-first degree. 

The first case started in 
July of 2012. Cecil broke into 


Weber’s Store south of 
Hawesville in an attempted 
burglary. Cecil sustained sev¬ 
eral cuts from breaking the 
glass out of the window in the 
store’s back door. Law en¬ 
forcement recovered blood 
evidence at the scene from 
glass fragments as well as the 
door and shelving. 

In October of 2012 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted Cecil on charges of 
burglary in the third degree, 
criminal mischief in the sec¬ 
ond degree, resisting arrest 
and assault in the third de¬ 
gree. In February of this year, 
Commonwealth Attorney Tim 
Coleman’s office offered Cecil 
a plea bargain agreement. 

In exchange for a plea of 
guilty to charges of burglary- 
third degree and assault-third 
degree-police/probation of¬ 
ficer, the state agreed to dis¬ 
miss the criminal mischief 
and resisting arrest charges 
against him. Cecil agreed to 
the agreement, and Judge 
Dortch approved it, and gave 
him a four year jail term. 

The other case dates to 
December of 2012. Cecil re¬ 
ceived a one year jail sentence 
on charges of escape in the 
second degree, and criminal 
mischief in the first degree. 

According to the com¬ 
plaint filed by Hancock 
County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Aaron Emmick, on December 
5, 2012, Cecil, on home incar¬ 
ceration at the time, left the 
home without permission, 
took a car from the home and 
wrecked it on state Route 
2181. Emmick also said Cecil 
smelled of alcohol, and he 
found Cecil in possession of a 
bottle of alcohol. 

In February of this year 
the Hancock County Grand 
Jury indicted Cecil on 
charges of a person being 18- 
20 possessing/purchasing/at¬ 
tempting to purchase/have 
another purchase alcohol, es¬ 
cape in the second degree and 
criminal mischief in the first 
degree. In February Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney Tim 
Coleman’s office offered Cecil 
a plea bargain agreement. 

In exchange for a plea of 
guilty to escape in the second 
degree and criminal mischief 
first degree, the state agreed 
to drop the alcohol charge. 
Cecil agreed to the agreement, 
and Judge Dortch accepted it.

whatever they want,” he said. 
“If you turned around and 
said well, we quit building 
Corvettes because they go 
over 55 miles per hour. Well, 
I think you and me have got a 
right to a Corvette if we’re law 
abiding citizens, if we can af¬ 
ford it. I think you and me 
have a right to the gun of our 
choice if we can afford it and 
we’re law-abiding citizens.” 

Gun Sales Skyrocket 

The threat of a looming 
gun ban has caused a spike 
in gun and ammunition sales 
across the country. 

“I’ve never seen as hard to 
get inventory in the hunting 
and shooting sports industry 
as it is now,” said Quinn. “You 
spend more time trying to 
find something than you 
spend trying to sell it.” 

Guns and ammunition 
manufacturers simply aren’t 
able to keep up with demand, 
he said. One of his main sup¬ 
pliers, who also supplies 
many sellers across the U.S., 
is completely sold out of guns 
they normally have pages and 
pages of. 

The shelves at Ace’s Guns, 
normally packed tight, are 
sparse at best. 

“This past year I have 
never had as much trouble 


getting inventory for people,” 
he said. “People have bought 
up extra and put back.” 

Putting a ban on certain 
types of guns doesn’t make 
them harder to get, sellers 
say, it just makes them more 
expensive in the long run. 

“It doesn’t stop the sale of 
them, it stops the production 
of them,” said Anita Payne, 
owner of EJ’s Pawn in 
Hawesville. “It doesn’t get 
them off the streets.” 

‘The last assault weapons 
ban didn’t affect us at all,” she 
said.Places like EJ’s Pawn 
and Ace’s Guns will still be 
allowed to sell the guns and 
ammo that already exist be¬ 
cause they’ll be 
grandfathered in. 

“All it does is it makes the 
price go up on those guns 
because no more can be 
manufactured for sale to the 
general public,” said Quinn. 

Machine guns have been 
banned since 1986, and while 
they’re still available, the 
prices have shot up exponen¬ 
tially. A machine gun that 
would have sold for $5,000 in 
1986, now sells for $20,000, 
said Quinn. 

That means that with the 
coming assault weapons ban, 
people are buying more of 
them now than ever. 


At a recent sporting goods 
show, Quinn saw the impact 
on sales that the potential gun 
ban is having. 

“Usually this show has 
around 1200 dealers that go to 
it,” he said. “This year it had 
2400 dealers show up to it... I 
stood in line some and I saw a 
lot of dealers stand in line two 
hours to place one order for 
guns and ammunition.” 

Gun Show Loophole 

One area where many 
foresee changes is the so- 
called “gun show loophole.” 

Whereas licensed gun 
dealers are required to keep 
records on all gun sales for 20 
years plus run the buyers’ 
names through the National 
Instant Criminal Background 
Check System, non-licensed 
dealers aren’t required to do 
the same. 

“You can have a yard sale 
and sell every gun you have, 
and it’s legal,” said Payne. 
“You don’t have to know 
where they’re going.” 

Since many of these sell¬ 
ers deal at gun shows, people 
refer to this as a gun show 
loophole. Obama’s plan will 
force all gun sales, regardless

of who is doing the selling, to 
maintain paperwork and run 
a background check. 

Gun advocates concede 
that changes likely will be 
made, at least when it comes 
to sales and background 
checks. 

“I think there will be some 
changes made as far as buy¬ 
ing a gun,” said Meserve. “I 
think the background checks 
will be a lot more thorough, 
just to make sure to weed out 
anybody that’s got some men¬ 
tal instability out here. I think 
there’s going to be some 
changes made in the gun 
shows, how you can go buy 
guns up there.” 

“One way to strengthen 
the background check sys¬ 
tem is if there is mental 
records they need to be sub¬ 
mitted to the instant back¬ 
ground check system,” said 
Quinn. “That would be a 
change in the way the back¬ 
ground systems are con¬ 
ducted at this time.” 

Rights 

Gun owners and sellers 
admit that more should be 
done to protect victims of gun 
violence, but also want to en¬ 
sure that the constitutional 
rights of citizens are pro¬ 
tected as well. 

“I grant that there should 
be some changes made but 
not to the point of what they’re

wanting to do,” said Meserve. 

“I just don’t think that 
some of the steps they’re go¬ 
ing after is the right way to do 
it,” he said. “People need to 
get out and be more educated 
when it comes the guns, not 
just go off and say well it’s a 
bunch of lunatics out there, 
it’s not true.” 

“I don’t want anybody mis¬ 
treated or hurt in America,” 
said Quinn, “but I don’t want 
anybody to give up any rights 
that other Americans have stood 
up and fought and died for.” 

“The Second Amendment 


actually guarantees the rest of 
the freedoms we have as 
Americans,” he said. “If it 
wasn’t for the Second Amend¬ 
ment, it would be hard for the 
people to guarantee all of the 
other freedoms...” 

“Where do you stop 
things?” he said. “Do you give 
up all the rights that the Ameri¬ 
can people have fought and 
died for? It’s not the money 
that we’ve spent fighting the 
wars, it’s the amount of blood 
we’ve spent standing up for all 
of our rights. Where do you 
draw the line?”

Headline from a 1942 Clarion 

I was living in Arlington, Virginia when WWII was in 
full force. I don't remember much but some memories 
are of the “Fireside Chat” of President Roosevelt. We 
would listen to him on the radio. I remember Roosevelt 
was very popular with our family and probably most ev¬ 
eryone as he was 
elected president to 
four terms. 

My grandparents 
lived close by and I 
would spend a lot of 
time with them. 

Grandaddy worked at 
the Government Print¬ 
ing Office in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. just a few miles from our homes. The war was 
the topic of conversation with my parents and grandpar¬ 
ents. I remember there were volunteer Air Raid Wardens 
who would come by to have everyone close their blinds 
during air raid tests. All homes had to install dark green 
blinds and when the Air Raid Wardens came we had to 
close all the blinds in the house. Supposedly if enemy 
planes came over Washington they could not see any 
lights from homes or businesses. 

I believe all of this was just to get everyone more pa¬ 
triotic in support of our soldiers and sailors who were 
fighting for our freedom. I had two uncles who were over¬ 
seas. One in the Navy and on a ship in the Pacific and 
one was a B17 pilot stationed in England. 

When the war ended in 1945, I was 10 years-old at 
the time, I can vaguely remember everyone coming out 
in the streets to celebrate. 

Searching old copies of the Clarion I came across an 
article in a 1942 issue promoting a Scrap Drive. The ar¬ 
ticle said, “Let's build a battleship to help defeat the Axis 
powers, citizens of Hancock County.

credit classes with Hancock 
County High School.” 

The move came about 
due to OCTC owning ap¬ 
proximately 10 sets of weld¬ 
ing training equipment that it 
rarely used. Dr. Klauber re¬ 
alized that the welding train¬ 
ing made possible by this 
equipment suited the indus¬ 
try in Hancock County, so he 
explored the possibility of lo¬ 
cating the equipment inside 
the tech campus in the 
Lewisport shopping center. 

Dr. Klauber contacted 
Hancock County Board of 
Education Superintendent 
Kyle Estes, and they traveled 
to the Lewisport campus to 
check out the building. They 
quickly discovered the shop¬ 
ping center did not meet the 
requirements for installing 
the welding equipment. 

“It was like trying to put a 
square peg in a round hole,” 
Klauber said. 

Klauber said as he and a 
maintenance person he 
brought with him pulled out 
from the shopping center, 
they saw the old garage 
across the road. Dr. Klauber 
said he quickly realized that 
the building met the school's 
needs. Dr. Klauber said he 
asked around, discovered the 
building's owner and ap¬ 
proached the person about 
purchasing the building. 


He said the building ap¬ 
praised for $120,000, but due 
to a generous gift from a sup¬ 
porter of the college, OCTC 
managed to purchase the 
building for only $36,000 in 
December. The building 
does need to be refurbished 
to house the welders. 

Dr. Klauber said the build¬ 
ing contains enough space to 
install the 10 welding labs, 
plus possesses additional 
room for other industrial 
maintenance classes. He men¬ 
tioned conducting fork lift train¬ 
ing for area industry, and other 
such maintenance training. 

‘This site allows us to do 
a lot more, and offer a lot 
more (training) than we have 
done in the past,” Dr. Klauber 
said. 

Mike Baker, Director of 
the Hancock County Indus¬ 
trial Foundation, welcomed 
the news that OCTC planned 
to offer welding at the 
Lewisport facility. He said the 
welding program greatly ben¬ 
efits Hancock County. 

“It is great news for our 
employers and our students 
in Hancock County that are 
interested in these craft 
trades,” Baker said. “This is 
a natural extension of the 
shopping center campus.” 

Baker said the addition of 
this program allows local in¬ 
dustry to conduct even more 
training for its employees,

50 years ago 

Fifty years ago a fire gutted the Vocational/Agricultural 
building at Hawesville Elementary School. The building 
dated to 1936, and served several functions throughout its 
career with the school system. Then Hawesville City Mar¬ 
shal Tony Castello discovered the fire around 11:30 p.m. 
one night, and quickly alerted the Hawesville Fire Depart¬ 
ment. Though fire units arrived on scene mere minutes 
after Castello alerted them of the fire, the blaze quickly 
grew out of control. The fire fighters only had the water 
carried to the scene in their fire engines, which prevented 
them from successfully gaining control of the blaze. The 
building was a total loss. 

25 years ago 

Twenty-five years ago long time Hancock County banker 
W.H. Davies died. Mr. Davies started with the institution 
that evolved into Hancock Bank and Trust in 1923 as a 
bookkeeper/general helper. He climbed the corporate lad¬ 
der and eventually became the president of the institution. 
He stepped down from that position in 1965, but remained 
on the bank's Board of Directors until 1974. At the time of 
his death, Davies lived in Brandenburg, Ky. 

10 years ago 

Ten years ago Tammy Hylton presided over her last 
meeting of the Hancock County Board of Education as the 
chairperson. Hylton served on the board for eight years, 
eventually being named to serve as the board chair. In the 
November General Election, Robin Powers unseated 
Hylton, and took her place on the board.

For all scrap iron brought or sent in, fifty cents per 
hundred pounds will be paid, and those persons will be 
eligible to win the prizes of $10.00 in War Stamps.” 

The article goes on: “Our boys are fighting or pre¬ 
paring to fight in every section of the world, and they 
need equipment. Right now immense quanities of trucks, 
and tanks and other equipment are waiting on the Pa¬ 
cific Coast because there are not enought ships to trans¬ 
port it over seas. 

If it takes lots of scrap iron to build a battle ship, then 
Hancock County is going to do her part next week.” 

The headline in the June 5,1942 Clarion Read: 

“Splendid Response made to recent 
scrap iron campaign 

Delivery of some 14 tons of iron brings war 
savings stamp prizes to many tamers.” 

In Lewisport Joe S. Greathouse received the capitol 
prize of $10.00 in War Stamps. Daily prizes of $1.00 in 
these stamps went to W.C. Carr, Edward Early, H. A. 
Rowland and Guy Reynolds in Lewisport. 

At Hawesville, Clarence Swihart got the capitol price 
of $10.00 in stamps while Gilbert Adkins, Jack Baelow, 
Amos Roberts and Rozel Nichols got the $1.00 prizes in 
stamps. 



and offer it at more conve¬ 
nient times. In the past, such 
training occurred in 
Owensboro, which took up 
much of an employee's day. 
Sometimes the training hap¬ 
pened after work, which 
meant spending even more 
time away from family, and 
making the day even longer. 

‘To have the training here 
close where they can get to it 
in five minutes is going to be 
tremendous,” Baker said. “It 
will help keep kids here in 
the county.” 

Hancock County Judge/ 
Executive Jack McCaslin 
called the decision to locate a 
welding program at the 
Lewisport campus a good one. 
He said locating it in the old 
garage is the perfect place be¬ 
cause it sits just across the 
road from the campus, yet far 
enough away to not disturb 
classes at the center. 

“We are an industrial com¬ 
munity,” McCaslin said. “The 
welding class fits into the 
scheme of things of what we 
are trying to do locally to 


maintain good people that 
have this training to fill these 
positions.” 

As an industrial commu¬ 
nity, McCaslin said Hancock 
County possesses more of a 
need for industrial trade 
training/two-year college de¬ 
gree type training versus four 
year college degrees. The 
biggest growth area in 
Hancock County, job wise, is 
for skilled labor to replace the 
maintenance people em¬ 
ployed at the local factories. 

Hancock County Board of 
Education Superintendent 
Kyle Estes said he hopes the 
school system can offer the 
training the second semester 
of the 2013-14 school year. 
Estes said he hopes the 
school system offers the 
classes to students during 
the school day. 

“It better prepares our stu¬ 
dents to get these jobs in our 
county, and keep them here,” 
Estes said. “I am excited about 
what the next 10 years holds 
for Hancock County. We are 
positioned to grow.”

Animal shelter to 
microchip dogs

to put them into every dog we 
bring in there,” McCaslin said. 

Payne wanted to know 
why McCaslin objected to 
chipping all of the dogs. Mag¬ 
istrate Mark Gray entered 
into the discussion with his 
opinion on the matter. He said 
if the shelter did not adopt out 
the dog, the shelter incurred 
an extra expense without re¬ 
ceiving compensation. Magis¬ 
trate Frank Estes wanted to 
know how that really hurt the 
county. 

“If that dog ever came 
back, we would know exactly 
whose dog it is,” Estes said. 

McCaslin said he opposed 
the idea because it raised the 
adoption fee, now around $80, 
too nearly $100. He feared the 
higher fee might deter people 
from adopting dogs from the 
shelter. He also feared the 
shelter might be perceived as 
being heavy handed in the 
matter. 

“I think you are forcing 
things on people,” McCaslin 
said. “If they want one, we will 
sell them one.” 


The magistrates contin¬ 
ued to debate the matter, 
and finally agreed to make 
the microchipping of the 
dogs voluntary. 

In addition, Payne asked 
the county for permission to 
hold a microchipping clinic 
twice per year at the clinic. 
The magistrates agreed to al¬ 
low the shelter to hold the 
clinics. 

In other news, fiscal court 
approved the $116,936 bid 
from Jones Construction, out 
of Lackey, Ky. for the water¬ 
line extension project on U.S. 
60 east of Hawesville. The line 
extension measures 6,800 
feet, and ties into the 
Breckinridge County water 
system at the intersection of 
U.S. 60 and state Route 144, 
and travels west into Hancock 
County. About one-half mile 
of the line actually sits inside 
of Hancock County. 

The contract length is 60 
days, and the contractor must 
begin work 15 days after sign¬ 
ing the contract. The contract 
does include bad weather 
days in it.

There is an old joke that 
most educators have heard 
about Johnny bringing 
home a lot of homework. 
One evening after school, a 
neighbor girl was over visit¬ 
ing one of his siblings and 
she observed all the papers 
that he was reading. When 
she learned that it was 
homework she said, “Why 
don’t they put him in the 
slow group?” 

Well, to be honest I have 
been in the slow group for 
most of my life and, after 
reading something my 
friend J.L. Abbott sent me a 
while back, I could better un¬ 
derstand why After you read 
what I am going to share to¬ 
day, perhaps you will have a 
better understanding of 
which group you are in. 

I might add that I had 
never heard or seen this in¬ 
formation before. To really 
grasp its meaning you will 
have to apply the process of 
visualization and see it in 
your minds-eye. The article 
begins, “It’s been said that 
God first separated the salt 
water from the fresh, made 
dry land, planted a garden, 
made animals and fish, all 
before making a human.

The following vegetables 
are best and more powerful 
when eaten raw.” And here 
is the reason for my title. We 
are such slow learners. 

Again, see these veg¬ 
etables in your minds-eye as 
I describe each one and the 
medical benefits they each 
contain. “No. 1: A sliced car¬ 
rot looks like a human eye. 
The pupil, iris and radiating 
lines look just like the hu¬ 
man eye, and yes science 
now shows carrots greatly 
enhance blood flow to and 
function of the eyes.

Many 
struggle to manage blood 
pressure, and many get 
careless and fail to watch 
their diet, or fail to fre¬ 
quently self monitor their 
blood sugar, and vary their 
insulin dose as needed dur¬ 
ing the course of the day. 

When I first started 
Medical Practice in 1960, 
most insulin was made from 
animal tissue. Today, most 
are made in the laboratory 
by a chemical process, and 
animal tissue is rarely used. 
Today’s insulin is more like 
the insulin our body makes. 

Let’s look at what hap¬ 
pens when we eat. Every 
time a person eats, the 
blood glucose rises. Raised 
blood glucose triggers the 
cells in pancreas to release 
the necessary amount of in¬ 
sulin. Insulin allows the 
blood glucose to be trans¬ 
ported from the blood into 
the cells. Cells have an outer 
wall, called a membrane 
that controls what enters 
and exists the cell. 


Researchers do not yet 
know exactly how insulin 
works, but they do know in¬ 
sulin binds to receptors on 
the cell’s membrane. This 
activates a set of transport 
molecules so that glucose 
and proteins can enter the 
cell. The cells can then use 
the glucose as energy to 
carry out its functions. Once 
transported into the cell, the 
blood glucose level is re¬ 
turned to normal within 
hours. 

Another interesting type 
of Diabetes is found in preg¬ 
nant women. It is called Ges¬ 
tational Diabetes. For some 
unknown reason, preg¬ 
nancy hormones can block 
insulin from doing its job. 
When this happens, glucose 
levels may increase in a 
pregnant woman’s blood. 
Usually there are no symp¬ 
toms, or the symptoms are 
mild and not life threatening 
to the pregnant woman. Of¬ 
ten, the blood sugar (glu¬ 
cose) level returns to nor¬ 
mal after delivery. The goals 
of treatment are to keep 
blood sugar levels within 
normal limits during the 
pregnancy, and to make 
sure that the growing baby 
is healthy. 

It is important to know 
that if you have gestational 
diabetes, you are more 
likely to develop Type 2 
diabetes as you get older. 
Treatment is usually best 
by eating a diet for diabet¬ 
ics, avoiding excess carbo¬ 
hydrates, reducing fat in¬ 
take. A gram of fat will pro¬ 
duce almost twice the calo¬ 
ries of even sugar. Gesta¬ 
tional diabetes usually 
starts halfway through the 
pregnancy. All pregnant 
women should receive an 
oral glucose tolerance test 
between the 24th and 28th 
week of pregnancy to 
screen for the condition. 
Women who have risk fac¬ 
tors for gestational diabe¬ 
tes may have this test ear¬ 
lier in the pregnancy.

Have you ever felt you 
were long on questions but 
short on answers? Do you 
ever feel stranded at the fork 
in the road? Life’s complex 
problems can overwhelm 
anyone. Navigating the wa¬ 
ters of life successfully takes 
more than sheer knowledge; 
it also takes wisdom. 

Though we often use 
knowledge and wisdom inter¬ 
changeably, the words do 
have different meanings. 
Knowledge includes the ana¬ 
lytical ability to take things 
apart. Wisdom provides the 


ability to put things back to¬ 
gether. Knowledge is data 
and information and facts and 
ideas. Wisdom is knowing 
how to best use all the data, 
information, facts and ideas. 
Christian writer Stephen 
Graves defines, “wisdom as 
the ability to think about life 
the way God does, to see it 
from His perspective.” 

The New Testament book 
of James promises us that “If 
any of you lack wisdom, he 
should ask God, who gives 
generously to all without find¬ 
ing faults, and it will be given 



The 19 th 
Psalm 

George Jensen

King David was known as 
“the sweet psalmist of Israel” 
(2 Samuel 23:1). The 19 th 
Psalm is attributed to him. It 
is a storehouse of fascinating 
truths. The Psalm can be 
neatly divided into three 
parts. We shall assign a key 
word to each section. Verses 
1-6 Creation, verses 7-10 Rev¬ 
elation, and verses 11-14 Pres¬ 
ervation. Please open your 
Bible and read this Psalm 
before continuing. 

Creation. In his youth 
David spent many nights out 
under the stars guarding 
sheep. This first section 
speaks poetically of how the 
night sky seems to cry out in 
testimony of God’s creative 
genius. Though no verbal 
word is heard, the stunning 
view is powerful evidence. 
Compare Romans 1:20. The 
earth’s orbit in relation to the 
sun is depicted. The first ray 
of morning are “as a bride¬ 
groom coming out of his 
chamber” (v. 5), and orbit it 
likened to a strong runner 
traveling his “course” (v. 5). 

Revelation. While the 
creation provides a non-ver¬ 
bal generic message indica¬ 
tive of a Designer, the Bible 
provides specific literary in¬ 
structions. The Creator’s 
written revelation is called: 
“law,” “testimony,” “pre¬ 
cepts,” and “commandment” 
(vv. 7,8). It is : “perfect,” 
“sure,” “right,” and “pure,” 


(w. 7,8). The desirability of 
His word is above fine gold, 
and is sweeter than the drop¬ 
pings of the honeycomb (v. 
10). Dear reader, don’t allow 
your pursuit of wealth to rob 
you of enjoying the sweet¬ 
ness of God’s precious word. 

Preservation. God’s word 
provides valuable warning, 
and there is “great reward” to 
those who obey (v. 11). It has 
been said: ‘To be forewarned 
is to be forearmed.” Warn¬ 
ings heeded can yield pres¬ 
ervation. Those who ignore 
the warnings find themselves 
enslaved to various sins, e.g. 
gambling, drunkenness, for¬ 
nication, etc. 

The words of the closing 
verse ought to be the prayer 
on the lips of all humanity. 
“Let the words of my mouth, 
and the meditation of my 
heart be acceptable in thy 
sight, 0 Jehovah, my rock, 
and my redeemer” (v. 14). 

These words were re¬ 
corded about 3,000 years ago, 
but still deserve our reading 
and contemplation. Anyone 
who scrutinizes the universe 
ought to be impressed with 
its organization (The Greeks 
called it cosmos, indicating 
orderly arrangement). The 
great God who designed our 
environment also provided 
mankind with an Instruction 
Book for our preservation.

Hawesville resident Robin 
C. Dixon received a five-year 
probated sentence in connec¬ 
tion with a drug case and theft 
case before the Hancock 
County court system. Han¬ 
cock County Circuit Court 
Judge Ronnie C. Dortch 
handed down the sentence 
during Motion Day proceed¬ 
ings last Friday at the 
Hancock County Judicial 
Center. 

The first case dates to 
January of 2012. According to 
the arrest citation filed by 
Hancock County Sheriffs 
Deputy James Garrison, he 
and other officers went to a 
residence at 3549 state Route 
69 to serve a felony arrest 
warrant on another individual 
at the home. Dixon also lived 
at the home. While there of¬ 
ficers discovered ingredients 
used to manufacture meth- 
amphetamine, and also ar¬ 
rested Dixon. 

In March of 2012 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Dixon on charges of 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine, unlawful possession of 
a methamphetamine precur¬ 
sor, possession of a controlled 
substance in the first degree 
and possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. The case contin¬ 
ued to wind its way through 
the court system. 

In December of 2012 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman’s office offered 
Dixon a plea bargain agree¬ 
ment. In exchange for her 
plea of guilty to unlawful pos¬ 
session of a methamphet¬ 
amine precursor and posses¬ 
sion of a controlled sub¬ 
stance-cocaine-first degree, 
the state agreed to drop the 
remaining charges pending 
against Dixon. She agreed to 
the deal, and Judge Dortch 
accepted it. 

Dortch sentenced Dixon 
to two years in prison on each 
of the charges, to be served 
concurrently. He then 
granted Dixon probation. 

The second case against 
Dixon dates to March of 2012. 
According to information in 
her file, on March 9, 2012, 
while on home incarceration 
on the earlier case pending 
against her, Dixon fled from 
her residence, and took the 
ankle monitor and other 


equipment with her. 

In August of 2012 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Dixon on charges of 
escape in the second degree, 
and theft by unlawful taking 
over $500. The case contin¬ 
ued to wind its way through 
the court system. 

In December of 2012 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman’s office offered 
Dixon a plea bargain agree¬ 
ment. In exchange for a plea 
of guilty to escape in the sec¬ 
ond degree, the state agreed 
to drop the theft charge. 
Dixon agreed to the deal, and 
Dortch accepted it. 

Dortch sentenced Dixon 
to one year in jail on the 
charge, to run consecutive 
with the two year sentence 
she received on the drug 
charges, for a total sentence 
of three years. Dortch 
granted Dixon probation in 
the case. Dortch sentenced 
her to five years of supervised 
probation. 

Puckett given 5-year pro¬ 
bated sentence 

Fordsville resident Jerry 
Puckett received a five-year 
probated sentence on a drug 
case before the Hancock 
County court system. Han¬ 
cock County Circuit Court 
Judge Ronnie C. Dortch 
handed down the sentence 
last Friday during Motion 
Day proceedings at the 
Hancock County Judicial 
Center. 

The case against Puckett 
dates to August of 2012. On 
August 11 Walsh Construc¬ 
tion supervisors, working at 
the AMP hydroelectric power 
plant at the Cannelton Locks 
and Dam by the Domtar pa¬ 
per mill east of Hawesville, 
called Hancock County 
Emergency Dispatch con¬ 
cerning a black bag they dis¬ 
covered on the job site that 
they suspected contained ille¬ 
gal drugs. Kentucky State 
Police Trooper James Gaither 
and members of Hancock 
County law enforcement 
went to the site to investigate. 

In addition to discovering 
methamphetamine in the 
bag, officers discovered an in¬ 
surance card inside it on a 
1996 Chevrolet Lumina. Of¬ 
ficers found the Lumina on 
the job site, and Puckett ad¬ 
mitted to operating the ve¬ 


hicle. 

In October of 2012 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted Puckett on charges 
of possession of a controlled 
substance in the first degree- 
first offense, and possession 
of drug paraphernalia. The 
case continued to make its 
way through the court sys¬ 
tem. 

In January of this year 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman’s office offered 
Puckett a plea bargain agree¬ 
ment. In exchange for his 
plea of guilty to the charges, 
the state agreed to probate 
his sentence into long-term 
rehabilitation. 

Judge Dortch sentenced 
Puckett to two years in jail on 
the charges, and granted him 
probation and ordered him to 
enroll in substance abuse 
treatment. The probation 
lasts for a period of five years. 
Wettstain sentenced to one 
year in jail 

Philpot Kentucky resident 
Russell Wettstain received 
one year in jail on a burglary 
case before the Hancock 
County court system. 
Hancock County Circuit 
Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch handed down the sen¬ 
tence Friday during Motion 
Day proceedings at the Han¬ 
cock County Judicial Center. 

The case against 
Wettstain dates to December 
of 2011. According to the ar¬ 
rest warrant, Wettstain tres¬ 
passed on property belonging 
to Gary Marsch and entered 
into a barn. The warrant says 
Marsch ordered Wettstain to 
leave the property, and he 
complied. Upon inspection of 
the barn, Marsch found that 
someone tried to remove the 
hydraulic cylinders on his hay 
rake. 

In March of 2012 the Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury in¬ 
dicted Wettstain on charges 
of burglary in the third de¬ 
gree, criminal trespassing in 
the third degree and being a 
persistent felony offender in 
the first degree. The case con¬ 
tinued to make its way 
through the court system. 

In December of 2012 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman’s office offered 
Wettstain a plea bargain 
agreement. In exchange for a 
plea of guilty to the burglary 
charge, the state agreed to 
drop the remaining charges 
pending against him. Wet¬ 
tstain agreed to the deal. 
Judge Dortch sentenced 
Wettstain to one year in jail on 
the charge, but then released 
him from custody due to his 
already serving 360 days in 
jail while awaiting the case’s 
outcome.

due June 1. 

In addition, Big Rivers’ 
credit rating was down¬ 
graded last month to specu¬ 
lative with a “negative” out¬ 
look and the company’s au¬ 
ditor is evaluating whether

there is “substantial doubt” 
of the company’s “ability to 
continue as a going concern 
for a reasonable period of 
time,” according to docu¬ 
ments. 

The utility must present a 
proposal to Federal Rural 
Utilities Service next week to 
show how it plans to regain 
its investment-grade credit 
rating. Big Rivers owes $210 
million to the service. 

“We think we have a solid 
plan and it is my hope that 
they will agree with that,” 
Big Rivers President and 
CEO Mark Bailey told the 
newspaper. 

The financial concerns 
stem from a rate dispute be¬ 
tween Big Rivers and two 
aluminum smelters. The 
smelters are the utility’s 
largest customers and they 
have both given notice that 
they intend to end their 
power contracts in coming 
months. 

Big Rivers has filed a re¬ 
quest with the PSC to raise 
rates for remaining custom¬ 
ers to make up for the loss 
in revenue. 

Bailey said PSC approval 
of rate increases would al¬ 
low Big Rivers to avoid de¬ 
fault and bankruptcy. The 
company wants to increase 
rates by about 34 percent for 
most current customers. 

However, the PSC might 
not approve the request. 

“We believe it might be 
too onerous for remaining 
customers to assume the 
fixed costs that the smelters 
have historically borne, par¬ 
ticularly because many of the 


counties that (Big Rivers) 
serve have income levels 
that are 20 percent to 30 per¬ 
cent below the national me¬ 
dian household effective buy¬ 
ing income,” S&P said in a 
report in early February. 

In a separate report, 
Moody’s cited “the specter 
for member (customer) un¬ 
rest.” 

“We view this as just a 
temporary, short-term is¬ 
sue” that will last less than 
five years, Big Rivers Chief 
Financial Officer Billie 
Richert said. 

She said the company 
plans to reduce costs and is 
seeking new customers to 
increase revenue.

In accordance with KRS 176.051, Kentucky’s noxious weed law, the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet will destroy noxious weeds on state-owned right of way 
at the request of the adjoining property owner. The noxious weeds named in 
this law are Johnson grass, giant foxtail, Canada thistle, nodding thistle, multi¬ 
flora rose, black nightshade, wild cucumber and kudzu. 

Persons who own property adjacent to state right of way and who are involved 
in eradication efforts on their property can submit a written application to the 
highway district office in their area. Applications and addresses for each district 
office can be obtained from state highway garages.

Program 
evaluating 
teachers gets 
rave reviews

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) _ 
A pilot program to standard¬ 
ize the way educators are 
evaluated across Kentucky 
drew rave reviews Wednes¬ 
day from some who have 
been using it. 

The program evaluates 
teachers using several mea¬ 
surements, such as peer ob¬ 
servations and self-reflec¬ 
tion, and includes input from 
students. That’s in stark con¬ 
trast to the longtime system 
used in Kentucky that relies 
only on observations and is 
conducted differently in all 
174 school districts. 

“This is a chance for us to 
get it right,” said Janet 
Granada, principal of East 
Jessamine High School. “It’s 
what you see, what you hear. 
Not what you think, not what 
you’ve seen, not ... how they 
did it last time.” 

Granada was among a 
group of six educators who 
gave their opinions of the 
pilot to members of a com¬ 
mittee looking into teacher 
effectiveness for the non¬ 
profit Prichard Committee 
for Academic Excellence. 
The Lexington education 
advocacy group has been 
conducting regular meet¬ 
ings examining the topic 
with the goal of making spe¬ 
cific recommendations to 
the 2014 General Assembly. 

The new evaluation sys¬ 
tem is part of the state’s over¬ 
haul of public schools and is 
a requirement of a waiver 
Kentucky received to ignore 
some parts of the federal No 
Child Left Behind law. The 
proposed program would 
evaluate tenured teachers 
every three years; non-ten- 
ured teachers and those who 
are deemed to need im¬ 
provement would be evalu¬ 
ated every year, according to 
a draft of 27 recommenda¬ 
tions for the system from the 
Department of Education. 

One element that is part of 
the evaluation is student 
growth, which has drawn 
criticism from groups nation¬ 
wide who are concerned 
teachers will be judged on 
how well their students do 
on standardized tests. In 
Kentucky’s pilot program, 
principals and teachers 
agree on how that will be 
measured for each indi¬ 
vidual teacher. For example, 
a teacher may target a single 
group in a class that is strug¬ 
gling with reading. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education is hoping 
to have all 174 school dis¬ 
tricts participate in the pilot 
in the 2014-2014 school year, 
and have the final proce¬ 
dures in place for the 2014- 
2015 school year, said Felicia 
Cumings Smith, associate 
commissioner of the Ken¬ 


tucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion. 

This year, 54 districts par¬ 
ticipated in the pilot and the 
state is using their feedback 
to refine the process, Smith 
said. 

In the pilot program, 
teachers get results in a final 
score of one to four, with four 
being the highest. This 
makes it easy for principals 
to define specific growth ar¬ 
eas needed for all teachers, 
especially those who are ac¬ 
customed to getting glowing 
evaluations, the educators 
said. 

“It’s a little bit uncomfort¬ 
able but it’s not personal; it’s 
evidence-based,” said 
Amanda Ellis, principal of 
Emma Ward Elementary 
School in Anderson County. 

Lu Young, superintendent 
of Jessamine County 
Schools, said as the new 
teacher evaluations are intro¬ 
duced, administrators have 
to be sensitive to the fact that 
the changes may be jarring 
for some teachers who have 
always gotten top-notch 
evaluations. 

“It is important to be ... 
respectful of their past jour¬ 
ney,” Young said. “We’ve in¬ 
stitutionalized this notion 
that if you put your time in 
and you essentially go 
through the motions of that 
position, you deserve the 
exemplary position. Well, 
this is re-professionalizing 
the experience around very 
reliable measures that teach¬ 


ers can and do respect.” 

She said once the new 
evaluation process is in 
place, the important part will 
be the “rocket science” of 
ensuring teachers get the 
kind of professional develop¬ 
ment they need to improve. 

“Weighing pigs doesn’t 
make them fatter, so testing 
kids doesn’t make them 
smarter and evaluating 
teachers doesn’t always 
make them better,” she said.

Kentucky boy honored 
for saving his brother 


WALTON, Ky. (AP) _ A 
northern Kentucky boy is 
being recognized for his 
quick action that saved his 
brother’s life. 

The Kentucky Enquirer 
(http://bit.ly/12oc567 ) re¬ 
ports that 11-year-old Louis 
Fritz received a Heimlich 
Institute Certificate of Hero¬ 
ism Award recently at his 
school. The award was pre¬ 
sented by the inventor of the 
maneuver that Louis used to 
save his brother from a po¬ 
tential choking death a few 
days before last Christmas. 

Louis performed the 
Heimlich maneuver on his 8- 
year-old brother, Davis Fritz, 
to prevent him from choking 
on orange slices that became 
lodged in his throat. Louis 
performed the maneuver 
three times until the orange 
slices popped out and landed 
on the family’s kitchen table. 

“It happened too fast for 
me to get nervous _ I just re¬ 
acted,” Louis said. 

The sixth-grader at 
Walton-Verona Middle 
School said he read about 


the Heimlich maneuver on a 
poster during a hospital visit 
a couple of years ago. 

He was presented the 
award by Dr. Henry 
Heimlich, the inventor of the 


maneuver. 


“It was very exciting,” 
Louis said. “I thought it was 
really cool that Dr. Heimlich 
came all that way to my 
school to give me the 
award.” 

For Louis, a math and sci¬ 
ence enthusiast who hopes 
to become an anesthesiolo¬ 
gist, meeting the famous 
doctor was a special moment 
he said he’ll never forget. 

“It’s something I’ll get to 
tell my kids and grandkids 
about,” he said.
